May it please Yoijr Excellency, 

We, the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Fourteenth 
Annual Report. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1872, we have inspected 
the several Institutions which receive grants from Parliament. 

These are : — 

1. Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

o. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’ Hospital. 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 

When engaged in these inspections we made careful inquiry 
respecting the state and condition of each institution, to ascertain 
if the comforts of the patients were duly provided for, the 
buildings kept in good repair, and the general management 
satisfactory. 

We have since issued the Circular (No. 1 Appendix; requesting 
any information or suggestions which the Governors of each 
hospital might be desirous to offer in respect to its funds, man- 
agement, &c.,&c. ; and we give their replies in Appendix (No. 2).

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Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

74 patients remained in the hospital on the 1st of April, 1871 ; 
753 were admitted during the year ; 7'59 discharged ; 11 died ; and 
57 remained on the 31st March, 1872. 

The average daily number of patients throughout the year was 
60-78. 

The time spent by each patient in hospital averaged 26'90 
days. 

The mortality was T43 per cent, on the number treated to a 
termination. 

On the day of inspection there were 57 adult patients in 
the house, the admissions being restricted to 60 by order of the 
Governors. 

The wards were scrupulously clean and well ventilated. The 
ceilings and walls would have been generally improved by white- 
washing ; but the want of available funds prevented this necessary 
work being carried out. 

The patients during their stay in hospital are required to wear 
the hospital uniform, and are said to submit cheerfully to regular 
discipline. 

They appeared contented and their wants were carefully con- 
sidered. 

The beds consist of straw packed in coarse ticken ; they were 
clean and neatly arranged. 

We are of opinion that straw beds should he generally dispensed 
with, except in fever wards, and cocoa-nut fibre or hair mattresses 
substituted, as the latter contribute much more to the comfort 
of the patients, tend to economy, and obviate the danger of fire, 
which is incidental to the present arrangement of storing straw in 
quantity within the hospital precincts. 

Our attention was drawn to the fact that sufficient supplies 
of knives and forks and delft mugs, plates, &c. (instead of tin 
ware heretofore used) have been now provided for use of the 
inmates. 

The hospital has the great advantage of a supply of Yartry 
water, which enabled the Governors to dispense with the force 
pumps formerly in use, and thus labour is saved. 

The sewerage can be easily flushed, and is said to be efficient. 

The registry of patients, and the several diet and account books, 
&c., are at present kept with accuracy and neatness. 

The Governors drew our attention to the dilapidated condition 
of the roof of the main building, and to their inability to have it 
properly repaired, owing to the want of means. 

Steevens’ Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1871, 150 remained in hospital; 2,332 were 
admitted during the year; 2,271 were discharged, and 62 died. 

The average number of beds daily occupied throughout the 
year was 153'70. 
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The time spent by each patient in hospital averged 22'66 
days. The mortality was 2 66 per cent, on the number treated to 
a termination. 

Of the admissions 71 were small-pox cases, of which 8 died, or 
11 26 per cent, 

156 external labour cases were attended by the maternity staff. 

The entire establishment on the day of inspection appeared to 
be in a very satisfactory condition in respect to order, cleanliness, 
and comforts of the sick. 

When the old roof of the right wing is remodelled, the ventila- 
tion will be improved in the top wards ; this will greatly conduce 
to the comfort and speedy convalescence of the constabulary 
patients, to whom the entire upper story is allotted. 

The two fever wards built apart from the general hospital were 
exclusively occupied during the recent epidemic by small-pox 
cases, and on the day of inspection, there were ten such cases 
under treatment. 



Meath Hospital. 

On the 1st of April, 1S71, 93 patients remained in hospital, and 
during year 1,144 were admitted ; 1,069 discharged, and 80 died ; 
giving a mortality of 6'96 per cent, on 1,149 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied w£.s 90'50. 

The time spent by each patient in hospital averaged 26'78 
days. 

There were 56 cases of small-pox treated during the year, of 
which 14 died, or 25 per cent. 

The entire institution was found in a very satisfactory condi- 
tion. The wants of the patients were fully attended to, and the 
wards were clean and orderly. 

The ventilation was effected by large openings in the floors and 
ceilings, which communicated with the external air.. 

The water supply is derived from the Vartry and laid on through 
the building. 

The drainage of the building is in perfect order, and can easily 
be inspected. 

The Governors, desirous of preventing the spread of contagion, 
had at the commencement of the epidemic (1871-2) constructed 
a separate laundry for washing and disinfecting the linen of small- 
pox patients. 



Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

66 patients remained in hospital on the 1st of April, 1871 ; 
1,481 were admitted during the year ; 1,235 were discharged, and 
198 died, or 13'82 per cent, on the number treated to a termina- 
tion. 
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The daily average number of beds occupied in the year was 
78-54; ; the highest numbers in February and March, the lowest in 
June and July. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 18'58 
days. 

During the year 427 cases of small-pox (including 92 not vac- 
cinated) were admitted, of which 104 died, or 24'35 per cent. 

The wards in the old building appropriated for the treatment 
of small-pox cases, are too small, the superficial space being so 
limited as to admit of but three patients in each ward. The beds 
in these wards are placed in corners and in contiguity to the walls, 
an arrangement which interferes with free ventilation. Such 
wards are unfavourable to discipline, economy, and efficiency of 
service ; but we were informed that this portion of the hospital 
buildings is never used but to meet an emergency such as the late 
small-pox epidemic. We are of opinion it would be well if this 
part of the institution could be remodelled in accordance with 
the requirements of modern sanitary science. 

The new building was exclusively occupied by fever cases, and 
allied diseases ; the wards were spacious, lofty, and well ventilated. 
The patients were well cared, and we found the floors, furniture, 
and bedding scrupulously clean. 

The wooden partitions in several of the wards appear to be 
unnecessary, and to interfere with free ventilation. 

The drainage is external and detached from the walls, and can be 
flushed by water supplied from large iron tanks erected on the 
roofs of the buildings. Attached to the hospital is an extensive 
laundry kept in excellent order, and there is also a separate 
chamber heated to a temperature of 260° of Fahrenheit, for purify- 
ing and disinfecting that portion of the patients’ clothes, which 
is unsuitable for washing. 

The extensive grounds surrounding the hospital afford great ad- 
vantages to the convalescent patients to take open air exercise. 

The several diet and account books appeared to be carefully 
and well kept. 



House of Industry Hospitals. 

Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

On the 1st of April, 1871, there remained in this hospital 62 
patients, 1,348 were admitted in the course of the year; 1,142 
were discharged, and 178 died ; giving a mortality of 13'48 per 
cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied through the year was 
67'81 ; and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
17’60 days. 

Of the admissions, 603 were small-pox cases of which (505 were 
vaccinated), 121 died or 20'06 per cent. ; the highest numbers in 
hospital, and the greatest per-centage mortality being in December 
and January, the lowest in July and August. 
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Whitworth Hospital. 

75 patients remained on the 1st of April, 1871 ; 870 were ad- 
mitted during the year ; 831 were discharged, and 79 died in the 
year ended 31st of March, 1872. 

The daily average number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 6T79 ; the highest numbers in April and May, the lowest 
in August and September. 

The average number of days spent in hospital was 23'93. 

The mortality on the total number treated to a termination was 
8'68 per cent. 

Richmond Hospital. 

100 patients remained on the 1st of April, 1871 ; 1,170 were 
admitted during the year ; 1,172 discharged, and 34 died, giving 
a mortality of 2'82 per cent, on 1,270 surgical cases treated to a 
termination. 

The daily average number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 92’58. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 26'68 days. 

The sick appeared to be well attended in these hospitals, the 
furniture, floors, and buildings, were in a satisfactory condition. 

The wards had cross- ventilation, and in addition many of the 
windows were provided with punched zinc plates in lieu of 
panes of glass, which, by their peculiar construction, insured a 
continuous change of air, without the admission of rain. 

The presses containing the house linen had open wire work 
panels in the doors, so as to admit air freely to the clothes, and to 
permit uninterrupted inspection. 

In several wards of the Whitworth Hospital, the flooring was 
waxed and polished, thus rendering the boards, to a great extent, 
impervious and non-absorbent. 

We observed also in the corridors of this hospital, what may 
be termed a locomotive reclining bath, which being mounted on 
a strong frame, and provided with wheels, can he drawn to the 
bedside of any patient requiring a warm bath, without exposing 
the patient to the risk of cold. 

The kitchen was clean, and furnished with an excellent cooking 
apparatus, which has the advantage of being economical as to 
fuel. We observed that the cooked food was conveyed to each 
ward in a tin case, the under compartment of which was filled 
with boiling water ; this simple contrivance keeps the chops, beef, 
&c., &c., hot during the time occupied in transit to the several 
wards. ’ It is much to be desired that other hospitals of the 
city would adopt a similar plan. 

The entire supply of water is derived free of expense from the 
Royal Canal, and although this water passes through large filters 
erected on the grounds of the institution, we are of opinion that 
a supply derived from the Yartry would he more desirable, and if 
laid on at pressure through the buildings, would save labour. 
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The laundry is commodious, -with ample provision for disinfect- 
ing the linen, hut there is no chamber in use for stoving and 
purifying the patients’ own clothing. 

The sewerage is efficient, and can easily be inspected and 
flushed. 

The several registries and other books appear to be kept with 
evident care and accuracy, and the returns called for from time to 
time, are made out, and forwarded with promptitude. 



Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 



25 patients remained in the labour wards on the 1st of April, 
1871 ; 1,321 were admitted ; 1,298 discharged (including 92 not 
in labour) ; 23 died ; and 25 remained on the 31st of March, 
1872. 

In the chronic wards of the hospital 11 cases remained at the 
commencement of the year; 200 were admitted ; 194 discharged, 
5 died, and 12 remained. 

The time spent in hospital by labour cases averaged 7'43 days ; 
and that by chronic patients 22'08 days. 

The daily average number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 2731; by chronic 12-73. 

The mortality of chronic cases was 2'51 per cent. ; and that of 
the labour cases T87 per cent. ; which is considerably less than the 
death rate of the preceding year. The hospital was free from any 
epidemic visitation of puerperal during the year. 

The institution appears in every respect to be in a most efficient 
condition, great attention being paid to cleanliness and free 
ventilation, and the comforts of the patients are also carefully 
considered. 



Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

3 labour cases remained in this institution on the 1st of April, 
1871 ; 369 were admitted ; 359 discharged (of which 39 were not 
in labour) ; 4 died in the year, and 9 remained in hospital on the 
31st of March, 1872. 

4 patients affected with chronic diseases remained at the com- 
mencement of the year ; 54 were admitted ; 48 discharged; 4 died, 
and 6 remained. 

The mortality of labour patients was 1'24 per cent. ; of the 
chronic class, 7'69 per cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the labour wards 
throughout the year was 8 ; in the chronic wards 6. 

The time spent in hospital by labour cases, averaged 7'87 
days ; by chronic cases 37 '8 6 days. 

1,127 labour cases were attended at their own homes during the 
year. 
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The new building is now complete, and comprises a commodious 
dispensary, and two large wards which, when furnished, will 
afford accommodation to 20 patients. These wards are well 
lighted and ventilated. 

The new wards though not designed for the reception of labour 
cases, may with advantage be occasionally appropriated for that 
purpose, thus permitting the old wards to be periodically emptied 
for thorough “ cleaning and airing,” a most important feature in 
maintaining the sanitary conditions of such institutions. 

As in the case of the Westmoreland Lock and of the Rotunda 
hospitals, we have requested the attention of the Governors to 
the comparatively high cost of establishment. 



Hospital foe Incurables. 

155 patients remained in this institution on the 1st of April, 
1871 ; 51 were admitted ; 10 discharged; 39 died; and 157 re- 
mained on the 31st of March, 1872. 

The mortality on the number under treatment was 18-92 per 
cent. ; on the number treated to a termination 79 59 per cent. 

The time spent by patients in hospital averaged 271 TO days, 
and the daily number of beds occupied throughout the year was 
152-58. 

This hospital is conducted with efficiency and economy, and 
apparently with much attention to the comforts of the inmates. 



St. Marks. 

27 patients remained in this hospital on the 1st April, 1871 ; 
357 were admitted ; 363 were discharged ; 1 died in the year ended 
31st March, 1872. 

The average daily number in hospital throughout the year was 
16'91, and the time spent by each patient averaged 16T1 days. 
There are 30 available beds, 19 of which were occupied on the 
day of inspection. 

At the dispensary 1,568 cases were treated during the year, 
and considering the means at the disposal of the Governors, the 
extent of surgical attendance afforded is extensive. 



Classified lists of the diseases of the patients admitted into the 
diff erent, hospitals, and of those of which patients died, are given 
in the Appendix No. 3. 
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We append Tables (Nos. 4, 5, and 6) which show in detail the 
year’s income and expenditure of each institution ; the number 
of patients treated; the mortality in each; the average daily 
number of beds occupied in each throughout the year, and the 
average cost per bed.

Appendix No. 2. 

Westmorland Lock Hospital, Dublin, 
27th January, 1873. 

Sir, — The Board of Governors of the Westmorland Lock Hospital 
having had before them your circular of the 18th November last, have, 
in reply to the request to be furnished with information or suggestions 
regarding the condition, &c., of this institution for the past year, noted 
for the satisfaction of the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, 
the following particulars, having reference to the period in question : — 
The Governors in their anxiety to afford the fullest possible measure of 
relief to the unhappy class of patients for whose benefit, morally as well 
as physically, the institution was founded, having, until very recently, 
admitted all applicants being fit objects, without restriction as to number 
so long as a bed was vacant, found at length that owing to various 
causes, but especially to the enhanced cost of provisions, fuel, and almost 
every necessary of life, without any corresponding increase in the limited 
and inadequate grant annually allocated by Parliament for the entire 
support of this institution, that a debt has been created, which has been 
augmented year by year by almost imperceptible degrees, until on the 
close of the accounts for the year ended 31st March, 1871, it had 
reached the sum of £1,260 5s. 11 cl, made up as follows : —

The Governors finding that their appeals and representations repeatedly 
made to your Board, to their Excellencies successive Lords Lieutenant, 
and to the Lords Commissioners of her Majesty Treasury, for an increased 
Parliamentary grant, and finally to the Corporation of Dublin for a 
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“ grant in aid,” failed to produce the desired result of an augmentation 
of income sufficient to meet tlie exigencies of tlie times, it became im- 
perative on the Governors to endeavour to extricate the institution from 
its financial embarrassments, and to protect themselves as trustees from 
the responsibilities which attached thereto ; and accordingly they, having 
no alternative, have been reluctantly obliged to order that, for a time at 
least, the admissions must be restricted to a number below that which 
was formerly accommodated. 

The number of beds has consequently been temporarily fixed at sixty, 
and the Governors are gratified in being able to state that so careful are 
the surgeons in their selection of cases for admission, that no urgent 
case has been sent away, and that the rejections of ordinary cases for 
want of vacancies have been comparatively feAV and inconsiderable, and 
have been more than compensated for by the benefits which have already 
resulted from the limitation of beds and attendant reduction of expendi- 
ture. 

The Treasury having declined to make any advance of money in anti- 
cipation of the vote of Parliament, and the Bank having refused to permit 
a further overdraft, except upon, the conditions of individual members of 
the Board giving a letter of personal guarantee, and payment of interest 
at current rates upon such overdraft, the Governors agreed to these 
terms, and were thereby enabled to pay off the accounts due to con- 
tractors for a period of six months. 

The appointment of their present registrar (out of 81 candidates) in 
the month of June, 1871, enabled the Governors to avail themselves of 
his experience and assistance in reviewing, in conjunction with the 
medical and other officers, the entire condition of the institution, finan- 
cial and otherwise, and in effecting the improvements noted below, viz. : 

A new classification and re-arrangement of the patients throughout 
the hospital enabled the Governors to dispense with the services of one 
nurse. 

In the kitchen department the cook was formerly assisted in the pre- 
paration of food, &c., by a convalescent patient, while such patient was 
still under medical treatment. This arrangement being for many reasons 
objectionable, has been discontinued, and a kitchenmaid appointed at the 
same rate of pay as the wardmaids, namely, three pence per diem, with 
diet ; this servant, like the wardmaids, being selected from patients of the 
penitent class. 

2STo cooking of any kind is now permitted in the wards, the several 
meals, including whey and other drinks, being at present prepared in the 
kitchen, and from thence conveyed in covered vessels to the various 
departments. The existing meat cases have, at a small expense, been 
fitted with compartments for holding boiling water. This plan allows 
the rations to be served up hot, and with increased comfort, to the 
patients. The beef rations are now served in messes, each patient’s 
share occupying a separate tin box. This arrangement ensures a more 
equal and impartial distribution of the beef than prevailed when the 
meat used, as formerly, to be cut up into tiny fragments, and served out 
in a ladle along with the 'soup.' 

Improved formularies for the preparation of the several kinds of diet 
have been established, and have already effected considerable economy. 

The whole system of patients’ dietary has been carefully revised, 
modified, improved, and classified. Patients on middle and full, diet 
receive meat on six days of the week. Gruel is substituted on the 
remaining day. Tea is now allowed for the eve nin g meal as well as at 
breakfast, instead of milk. The quantity of bread varies, of course, 
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with each class of diet. The maximum quantity allowed to any patient 
has been fixed (when potatoes are not given), at 18 ounces per diem. 
Formerly 24 ounces were given. The present allowance is found ample, 
and avoids waste. 

New ward prescribing books for diets, extras, and stimulants, accord- 
ing to a form designed by the registrar, have been provided for the use of 
the surgeons. These books furnish an effectual check on the consumption 
of provisions, wine, and other stores. Patterns of dietary table and of 
ward prescribing book have been forwarded for the inspection of your 
Board. 

New contracts on reduced and very advantageous terms have been 
entered into. 

An improved system of accounts has been established, and the neces- 
sary books for carrying ont such system have been provided. 

Requisition books for the officers, new form of hank cheque, pay 
sheets for salaries and wages, forms for contractors’ accounts, bed labels 
for patients, and a patients’ discharge book have been instituted. The 
daily state book of the hospital has been re-established. 

L Children patients are now duly registered as such in the hospital books. 

The ceilings and walls of the various wards, servants’ rooms, passages, 
kitchen, laundry, and other departments have been thoroughly cleansed 
and whitewashed, and the lettering and numbering on ward doors, &c. , 
restored. 

Economical gas burners have been introduced into all the wards, &c. 
The bath room is now lighted with gas. A separate meter has been 
procured for the laundry department, and a fire guard for hypocaust and 
flues in drying room, as required by insurance company. 

The patients have now a proper supply of knives and forks. The use 
of tin ware has been discarded, and delft plates and mugs substituted. 

The stock of sheets for the patients’ beds, and of patients’ uniform 
clothing, having been completely worn out, has been replaced by new 
supplies. Blankets are greatly needed, hut cannot be procured at pre- 
sent for want of means. 

A water bed has been purchased for the relief of patients suffering 
from bed sores. 

' The resident officers' apartments, which greatly needed it, have been 
painted and papered, and portions of the furniture renewed. 

The front of the hospital has been painted, and the ventilation of the 
building improved. 

The exterior rere of the hospital not having been painted for many 
years, the wood work especially is in a most dilapidated and decayed 
condition. The execution of the necessary repairs, painting, puttying, 
&c., will be undertaken as soon as the state of the finances will admit 

of it. . 

The roof of the main building has been temporarily repan-ed, but 
necessarily at so small an expenditure of money as to be incapable of 
withstanding the tempestuous weather experienced durmg the last few 
months. The entire roof requires to he renewed, but the want of funds 
at present renders the undertaking of this work an impossibility. 

The flags of entrance hall and of hall-door steps have "been newly 
painted, and ventilating panels inserted in hall-door. 

The periods for payment of officers’ salaries, nurses, servants, laundry 
staff, and wardmaids’ wages, pensions, &c., varied. A uniform period 
for all has now been established. 

An inquiry into the rate of pay allowed to nurses and servants m the 
other Dublin hospitals, has justified the Governors in granting an 
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increase, equal to about 10 per cent,, on the very moderate wages paid 
to their regular staff of servants. 

It is satisfactory to announce that notwithstanding the improvements 
effected as above, and payment of old accounts amounting to £53 7s. 5 d., 
the debt on the institution on the 31st March, 1872, exhibits a reduction 
of £175 14s. 10<£, as compared with the amount due at the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year.* The bank has, moreover, consented 
to allow interest at current rates of deposit receipts on Ml balances 
to the credit of the institution in future. 

The arrangement for appointment of two Governors as monthly 
visitors having been found to work satisfactorily elsewhere, has been 
adopted with advantage in this institution. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has been pleased to appoint 
William Thompson and Michael Murphy, esquires, to be members of 
the Board of Governors of this hospital in the room of the Honorable 
Baron Hughes and Colonel La Touche, both deceased.

Meath Hospital, 

30th November, 1872. 

Sib, — In reply to your letter of 18th instant, I am desired by the 
Governors of this hospital to say that they have no suggestion to make, 
but for the information of the Board of Superintendence of Dublin 
Hospitals, I am directed to state tliat the present condition of the insti- 
tution is satisfactory, the Governors having recently made the following 
improvements : — 

They have put up three new baths of the best description, ready for 
use any hour of the day or night, with hot and cold water, and 
arrangements in the bath-room for airing towels, sheets, &c., and a con- 
stant supply of hot water in five parts of the hospital. They have also 
put up a good new cooking apparatus, requiring only one fire in place of 
three, as formerly.

Sot, — In reply to your inquiry of the 18th November, on behalf of 
the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, I am directed by the 
Managing Committee to state that all the information at their disposal 
relative to the cases treated, &c., and financial state of the institution, 
has been embodied in the returns already furnished. 

They wish it to be understood that the high rate of expenditure per bed 
arises chiefly from the necessity of maintaining, during the prevalence 
of small-pox, ttvo distinct establishments and staffs of nurses, for the 
purpose of effectually isolating that disease, no communication being 
allowed between the fever nurses and those employed in the small-pox 
wards. The nominal establishment is equal to the treatment of a 
number of fever cases larger than the total of both diseases during the 
year. 

The “ old building,” in which the small-pox patients are treated, bemg 
of an antiquated construction, is used only in cases of emergency, where 
isolation from the fever house is necessary, and has been found very 
useful for this purpose from time to time. The “new building” is 
spacious and lofty, and constructed on the most approved modern plan. 
* It is entirely devoted to fever patients, and has been continued in uninter- 
rupted working order since its completion.

Sie -I received and laid before the Board of Governors of the House 
of Industry Hospitals your circular of 18th November last, and in reply 
am directed to acquaint you, for the information of the Board of Super- 
intendence of Dublin Hospitals, that the general condition of the insti- 
tution continues to be satisfactory, as regards the treatment of the sick, 
and the state of repairs of the building, &c. 

With regard, however, to matters of finance, the Governors regret 
having to report that the grant of Parliament has, during the year ended 
31st March; 1872, proved wholly insufficient to meet the increased 
expenditure for maintenance, attributable to the enhanced cost of pro- 
visions, fuel, and other necessaries, and also to the late severe epidemic 
of small-pox, which taxed the resources of this institution to the utmost 
extent, and obliged the Governors, in the emergency, at a large additional 
outlay, to utilise and open rooms in detached buildings as supplementary 
wards, in addition to the ordinary wards m the Hardwiehe Hospital 
allocated to the reception of small-pox patients. 

The Treasury having declined to assist the Governors in them financial 
difficulty by authorizing an issue of money in anticipation of the 
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vote of Parliament for the current year, the Governors were compelled 
to seek from their bankers the requisite advance, which was obtained 
only on the condition of the personal guarantee of individual Governors, 
and the further condition that interest would be charged on the overdraft, 
which overdraft, as shown on the face of the account rendered to your 
Board, amounted, on 31st March, 1872, to XI, 114 15s. 2d. 

The Governors, with a view to the liquidation of the debt with which 
the institution has been thus saddled, found it necessary to order a 
temporary reduction of the number of beds in the Whitworth and Rich- 
mond Hospitals, so that the accommodation in the Hardwicke might 
be made available to its fullest extent during the prevalence of small-pox. 

The new dispensary building referred to in last report of your Board 
as being then in course of erection, having been since completed, was 
opened to the public on the 2nd of December, ultimo, and is now in full 
operation. 

I append, in addition to the return of intern patients already forwarded 
to your Board, the subjoined abstract of the number of extern patients 
prescribed for at these hospitals during the year ended 31st March, 187 2,

Sir, — In answer to your letter of the 18th instant I have to call the 
attention of your Board to the facts brought under its notice when visit- 
ing this institution, concerning the inadequate accommodation afforded 
by this hospital to all applicants. 

The most common form of eye affection in this country is that popu- 
larly known as granular lids. This epidemic ophthalmia is so highly 
contagious, and spreads with, such facility, especially amongst persons 
already affected with any other ocular complaint, that in the interests 
of the- primary objects of this hospital, the Governors have been 
reluctantly obliged to refuse admission to persons suffering under that 
complaint. 

The Governors of this institution hope that your Board will represent 
to the Government the advisability of instituting special and large 
accommodation for persons labouring under this form of ophthalmia. 

At present the funds and space at the disposal of the Governors will 
not permit of their providing separate and isolated accommodation for 
such persons.
